CULLED THE WILD BEAST 


Alexandropol, Russia, 
July 
16.— 


General Alikhanoff, former governor 
general of Tiflis, 
Madame 
Glieboff, 


wife of General 
Glieboff, 
and the 


coachman who was driving their car- 
riage, were blown to pieces by bombs 
thrown at their conveyance at half 
past 2 o'clock this morning. 


A son of General AlikhanoH and a 


daughter of General Glieboff sustain- 
ed serious injuries. 


The party was returning to the resi- 


dence of General Alikhanoff from his 
club. 
The bQmbs 
were hurled in 


Beboatoff street 


General Alikhanoff was nicknamed 


"the wild beast" by the Caucasian 
members of the lower house of parlia- 


ment, who often referred to his cru- 
elty in the Kutais district, where he 
led a number of punitive expeditions 
to stamp out disorders. His rigorous 
methods to this end brought down on 
him the enmity of the revolutionists. 


General Alikhanoff 
was seriously 


injured by a bomb at Borjam May 30, 
of last year. This bomb was thrown 
just as he was about to take a train 
for 
Tiflis. 
Its explosion seriously 


wounded, in addition to the general, 
a member of his staff 
and several 


Cossacks. The remainder of the Cos- 
sacks fired into 
the 
crowd, killing 


many persons, and then burned the 
buildings into which the people had 
fled.

Gunner Describes Experience. 


From his cot in the naval hospital 


at Chelsea, Acting Gunner Captain 
Charles Hansel today was able to tell 
the story of the accident on the United 
•States battleship Georgia, which cost 
eight lives and caused 
injuries to 


thirteen other men in Cape Cod bay 
yesterday. 


Mr. Hansel said: 
"None of us knew much about it 


til! it was all over, it was so quick. 
When I saw that first flash, instinct 
told me what was up and I kept 
presence of mind enough to dodge 
back from the sheet of flames that be- 
gan to invelope the turret. 
I got 


down to the floor, crawled under the 
gun and out to the port hole as far as 
I could get. 
Here I could get some 


air and I was s.o low down that_the 
fumes did not hurt me seriously. Kim- 
ball was with me and he did not get 
a bum. 
My hand was burned where 


I held an iroa rod and I got burned 
around the head, but I guess it is not 
very bad. 


Leaped Into the Sea. 


"The instant the flash came Lieu- 


tenant- Goodrich, who was in charge 
of the work in our turret rushed to 
the hatchway on top of the turret, 
thinking to get out before the turret 
filled with smoke and gas, but the 
powder was too quick for him and he 
was horribly burned before he could 
get to the air and safety. 
Seaman 


Maleck was sitting on top of the tur- 
ret, where he was stationed to take 
messages with his legs hanging down 
the hatchway. 
Influenced probably 


by Lieutenant 
Goodrich who, mad- 


dened by his suffering, plunged into 
the sea, he threw himself overboard 
too."The first flash was followed quick- 
ly by a second from the other bag of 
powder ,each containing about 100 
pounds of smokeless powder.

He Dropped a Mile or More 


With His Clothes Blaz- 


ing—In Hospital. 


New York, July 16.—Several thou- 


sand persons saw Gene Raymond, an 
aeronaut, make a balloon ascension 
from Hillside park, near Passaic, N. 
J., late on Sunday afternoon. 
Hang- 


ing horizontally from the balloon by 
two ropes as it left the ground was a 
galvanized iron cannon fourteen feet 
long and about three feet in diameter 
at the mouth. 


Raymond was lying flat on his back 


in this cannon, with Just the tips of 
his shoes showing at the opening. 
Between his ankles, and right in the 
mouth of the cannon, was a mortar 
bomb of the kind used in fourth of 
July celebrations to send up a bis 
shower of sparks at night. The thou- 
sands watched the balloon until it 
was up about 5,000 feet. 


Then the gun boomed in the park. 


That was to let the aeronaut know 
it was time for him to "fire" himself 
from the cannon. 
A tiny cloud of 


black smoke burst from the cannon's 
mouth, and a few seconds later Ray- 
mond, clinging to the cross bar of his 
parachute, shot, through the smoke 
cloud feet first. Of course only the 
mortar bomb had been fired, but it 
looked as if the aeronaut had been 
hurled from the long iron cylinder by 
a charge of powder. 
A thin line of 


smoke trailed along in its downward 
flight to make the performance all the 
more realistic. 


The big crowd applauded, and when 


the parachute opened and Kaymond 
began to do "stunts" on the crossbar 
they 
cheered. 
A 
brisk 
southerly 


breeze carried the parachute off in 
the direction 
of 
Huttley, 
but the 


crowd in Hillside park was able to 
follow the performer's movements un- 
til he was within a few hundred feet 
of the ground. 


Amazed at His Antics. 


They marveled at his daring when 


he hung from the bar by one arm. 
They could not imagine how any hu- 
man being would take the chances 
Raymond was taking when he kicked 
about so recklessly 
and slapped his 


legs. Even the managers of the show 
couldn't understand his actions, al- 
though they also noticed that a light 
smoke cloud floated along above him. 


"A good show, but mighty ticklish," 


was the sentiment on the lips of most 
of the spectators when the parachute 
and performer disappeared from view 
behind the tree tops more than a mile 
away." 
Gene Raymond, lying in the Fassaic 


^eneral hospital yesterday packed m 
cotton batting and oil, told the real 
story of his descent. 


"When I heard 
the 
signal gun, 


said he, "I took my cigar out of my 
mouth and touched the lighted end 
to the fuse. 
This fuse entered the 


cannon through a hole just above my 
head 
It ran along the bottom or the 


cannon to the smoke pot (the mortar 
bomb) at the mouth. I took another 
draw or so on my cigar and at the 
same time got my knife ready to cut 
the rope running from the mouth 01 
the "tin to the balloon. 
That rope 


was fastened about half way up in- 
side the cannon and right near my 


••\Vben, finally, I managed to dig a 


little of the grime out of my eyes I 
saw below me the river. Say. you talk 
about a soul being oa the grid and 
warning & drink! That water looked 
better to me than anything I ever had 
seen ia my life. 


"When I got about a hundred feet 


from the grouad the fire had worked 
its way up along my anus to my head. 
The flag was blazing some, and the 
heat about my face was almost un- 
bearable. 
I was about twenty-five 


feet from the ground, when I un- 
snapped the clasp from my belt and 
dropped. 
I landed in a field just out- 


side Xuuley. I still had strength and 
sense enough to fight the flames. I 
tore off the blazing flag and what, was 
left of my tights and rolled in the 
grass. 


Raymond's hair was all burned off 


and his face terribly scorched. 
He 


will recover.

DREYFUS 
DENIED 
HIGHER 
RANK. 


Refusal of Promotion Real Reason Why 


He Resigned From Army. 


Paris. July in.—The Patrie yesterday 
says the real reason for the recent resig- 
nation from the army of Major Alfred 
Dreyfus, the former captain of artillery, 
who' was sentenced on a charge of treason 
to Imprisonment on Devil's Island, was 
because General Plcqunrt. minister of 
war. refused to give him the rank of lieu- 
tenant colonel. 
According to this news- 
paper. Dreyfus thought that in addition 
to receiving back pay for the years he 
spent on Devil's Island and the decora- 
tion of an officer of tha Legion of Honor 
he should be' promoted to the rank he 
would have held had he continued to 
serve In the army. 
General Plcquart 
-thought-it' would be Impolitic to reopen 
the affair by rcaklns this promotion.

A small rope ran 
from my belt to a ring in the para- 
chute framework, so I was safe from 
falling, even if I did loose my hold or 
become 
unconscious, 
provided, 
of 


course, the rope itself didn't burn. 


"I can't describe the feeling of relief 


that came to me when I felt the speed 
slackened and realized that the big 
umbrella was opening. The fire in my 
tights was confined chiefly 
to 
the 


lower limbs. Hanging to the crossbar 
with one hand, I tried to beat it out in 
vain. 
Then I tried to kick what was 


left of my shoes oftr I could feel the 
soles were still there, hanging by some 
shreds. 
I managed to get them off 


and then tried to nib some powder out 
of my eyes. Up to this time I hadn't 
been'able to see a thing. I could tell 
from the movement of the chute, 
though, that she was going along safe- 
ly.When Wster Looks Good to a Man.

The battleship suffered comparative- 
ly little damage from the explosion 
and resumed target practice under 
orders of the navy department. 


Details of the Disaster. 


Lieut. Goodrich was in command of 


the gun crew and was 
assisted by 


Midshipmen Goldthwaite and Cnise. 
The men were firing the S-inch guns. 


The guns in the forward turrets had 


finished eight rounds of practice and 
the guns of the after turret had fired 
one round. Two "cases," as the 
pound bags of powder are called, had 
just been sent up through the ammu- 
nition hoist and were in the arms of 
the loader, whose name is withheld by 
the ship's officers. 


The loader stood at the breech of 


one of the guns, all ready to insert the 
charge. 
At this instant two turret 


men who stood near the loader saw a 
black spot on the hag. indicating that 
the rharee had ignited and was smol- 
dering. "The loader 
discovered the 


spot at the same instant and threw 
himself forward on his face, at the 
same time shouting a warning to his 
turret mates. The other men who had 
seen the spot were Eich and Hansell 
and they also threw themselves on the 
floor of the turret. 


With a Blinding Flash. 


Before the other men in the turret 


could understand what 
caused 
the 


loader's cry of warning there was a 
blinding flash as the powder exploded. 
Fls.mes, smoke and 
nauseous gasea 


filled the little superstructure. As the 
power was not confined, there was 
no report, nor did the vessel suffer 
any injury", but every nook and cranny 
of the turret was filled with F.ame. 


The loader who was, of course, near- 


est the powder was terribly burned, 
as was every other man in the turret, 
•with the exception of Eich and Han- 
sel!, "who, although scorched, escaped 
•with injuries much less severe than 
the others. 


Blinded by the smoke and 
flames, 


choked 
by the 
acrid, 
penetrating 


fumes, and maddened with pain, the 


yard was it known that there had 


been any fatalities. On the way across 
Massachusetts hay Midshipman Gold- 
thwaite had succumbed to

While the Georgia was nearing its

Im- 
mediately every warship in the harbor 
half master] its flag, and all the men 
were lined up "at. attention" on deck. 
The Georgia's crew. too. was at atten- 
tion as the big ship slowly approached 
the pier. 
A great crowd had assembled, but, 


with the exception of the officers and 
three Roman Catholic priests, no one 
was allowed to pass down the pier to 
the ship's side.

Washington.

16.— Admiral 


Brcm-nson. chief of the bureau of nav- 
isation. conferred with Acting Secre- 
:ary Newberry as soon as the navy 
department opened for business today 
regarding the accident yesterday on 
the battleship Georgia, in which eight 
men lost their lives and a number of 
others were injured. 


The report of the board of investiga- 


tion is anxiously looked for by the 
naval officers. 
This is expected to 


come by wireless telegraph from Ad- 
miral Thomas, commanding the sec- 
ond division of the battleship fleet, as 
soon as the board's 
work 
is com- 


pleted. 


Some comment is said to be caused 


by the action of the navy department 
in ordering the Georgia to return and 
resume target practice as soon as the 
victims of the accident had been re- 
moved from the ship at the Boston 
navy yard. 
The explanation is that 


there is extreme danger of a general 
demoralization of the crew which has 
sustained such an accident if they are 
permitted to brood over it before un- 
dertaking a.gain to handle the big 
guns. 


Advices received at the navy de- 


partment are to the effect that the 
Georgia returned 
to her 
practice 


grounds near Provincetown. Mass., at 
10 o'clock last night. 
She will re- 


sume her record target practice to- 
morrow. 
It is generally expected at 


the navy department that the board 
of examination will be made tip o£ the 
commanders of the ships composing 
the second division of the battleship 
fleet and of the Louisiana which was 
engaged with the other vessels at the 
time.
